My 
recent house guest was Ken Patera, 
a man I've known for quite a while. 
Now | realize many readers will 
immediately wonder how | could 
ever be hospitable to a man like Ken 
Patera. They will point out that the 
man has become a vicious, cruel 
rulebreaker, that he has no regard 
for life or limb. They say | should 
never have welcomed him into my 
house. But like | have said many 
times before, |do not care whethera 
man is a scientific wrestler or a 
rulebreaker. | can be hospitable to 
him, and treat him as a fellow 
human being. But just to ease your 
worries, let me tell you that | first 
met Ken in those days when he was 
a scientific wrestler. He has an open 
invitation to visit my home here in 
Easthampton any time he wants to. 
And | am glad he chose this time to 
come by. He needed someone to talk 
to, and he chose me. 

Of course, | could not resist the 
temptation to bring out the tape 
recorder and interview my house 
guest. | will always be a reporter at 
heart, and | could not miss the 
opportunity to get a good story. | just 
let Ken sit back in my Barcelona 
chair and we recorded our 
conversation. He had a lotto say, and 
| think you might find it interesting. 
You might just change the way you 
feel about Ken. 

“Life has not been particularly 
good for me these past few 
months,” he said. ‘No matter what 
people may think, it is no easy thing 
being a wrestler, especially when 
all the fans hate you. That is not a 
problem. | can live without fan 
approval. | can’t live without 
wrestling. And there are a lot of 
people who would like to see me 
leave the sport.

“That's strange,” he _ replied,

That's the way it is supposed to 
be.

There comes atime whenaman 
must speak his mind, even if it 
flies in the face of convention. 
It's not something a reporter 
likes to do; at least the good 
ones don't like to do it. 
However, circumstances don't 
often leave much of a choice. | 
have no choice. 

| HATE RIC FLAIR! 

The words are: purposely 
made to stand out on the page. | 
want the world to see them 
unadorned and without 
qualification. When a man 
makes a statment like that, he 
shouldn't give himself a place to 
hide. Hatred is the ugliest word 
in the language. When it’s used, 
all its power must be allowed to 
stand alone. 

Ric Flair is a man who 
generates hatred in all those 
who love wrestling. He drags 
the sport’s majesty through the 
gutter by his cruelty. Decent, 
fine athletes are maimed and 
crippled by his ruthless tactics, 
designed not for victory but for 
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not out of anger but from a sense of justice. Perhaps Flair will 


slaughter. He is using the sport 
to cloak his savage maulings. 
The man belongs in an alley on 
a Saturday night, not in a 
wrestling arena. 

But | despise Flair not for 
what he does but how 
proficiently he is doing it. Of all 
rulebreakers, there is some- 
thing especially vicious about 
the way he rips into an 
opponent. His accomplish- 
ments rank with the most 
reprehensible in the annals of 
this sport. When watching Flair, 
one realizes this is a man who 
could kill without batting an 
eyelash. 

The real tragedy of this 
situation lies not in the fact of 
Flairs savagery, but in the 
waste of a great athlete’s talent. 
Flair has the ability to be one of 
the great wrestlers in history. 
He has the physical capabilities 
to do anything. It’s in his power 
to advance the sport beyond its 
current boundaries, explore 
new frontiers of maneuvers and 
tactics. The difference between 
the wrestler today and his 
potentiality must make all who 
love the sport weep. Flair is not 
only a disgrace to the sport, but 
to himself. That is the greatest 
disgrace of all. 

I've lived too long to believe in 
the permanence of anything. 


Flair can change. He has the 
ability. If he will change, is 
another question. If | thought 
there was a decent chance Flair 
would become a scientific 


wrestler, | wouldn’t hate the 
man. But the words “decent” 
and “Flair” are difficult to putin 
the same sentence. 

The purpose of this article is 
to inform Flair how | and 
thousands of others feel. We 
hate him for what he wastes and 
what he could be. We hate him 
for the many men who have 
suffered from his maiming 
tactics. And we hate him for 
what he does to the honor of 
wrestling. 

lf he reads this, and 
understands the depths of our 
hatred, there is a slim hope he'll 
change his ways. However, a 
slim hope is more than enough

HE LOCKER WAS mangled, 

the benches overturned, the 
training table lay on its side. Alone 
in the dressing room, Ivan Putski 
was on a rampage. 

Outside, wrestlers and friends 
listened through the door to the 
smashing and crashing. Nobody 
wanted or dared to interfere, 
Besides, people had become used 
to these tempter tantrums. For the 
last couple of months, it’s becomea 
common occurrence for Putski. 

Another match, another 
disqualification: After the 
disqualification comes the 
tantrum. Actually, the rage in the 
dressing room is just an extension 
of what occurred in battle. Ivan 
loses his matches by using reckless 
tactics sure to earn him a 
disqualification. 

Ivan’s rulebreaking is not the 
product of premeditated cruelty. 
He doesn’t use perfected cheating

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maneuvers. If he did, his moves 
might go undetected more often. 
He goes outside the rules only 


when his rage becomes 
uncontrollable, something that is 
happening more and more often. 
Ivan Putski is a warrior out of 
control. 

No one can say when this first 
started, what match marked the 
beginning of his disturbing 
wildness. In a general way, the 
disqualifications coincide with his 
decision to wrestle in both NWA 
and WWWFE areas. Many people 
feel this could be the cause. 

As one friend—who wishes to 
remain anonymous—explains, 
“Do you realize the pressure this 
man must endure? It isn’t tough 
enough for him to struggle toward 
one title. The man has to go against 
two of the toughest men around. 
Ivan is taking on all kinds of 
different, dangerous wrestlers. 
That’s an unbelieveable amount of 
physical and mental punishment. 
Considering what he’s been 
through, it’s a miracle the man 
controls himself as well as he does. 

“The man believes he’s on a 
mission to save the WWWF and 
NWA from the rulebreakers. The 
fans love him for it and the 
promoters love to have him. It’s 
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Ivan goes berserk (left) as he slugs 
Moondog Mayne. Against one of The 
Executioners (above) Putski punches so 
hard, the masked man is lifted off his 
feet!

impossible for any man to live up 
to all his obligations and keep calm 
and poised. He’s trying too much 
and he’s paying the price. He may 
be failing to gain victories, but this 
has been the most courageous 
demonstration of heroism I’ve ever 
seen.” 

There are men who consider 
Ivan less than heroic, almost 
pathetic. They see the man as 
struggling mindlessly toward an 
impossible goal, one which can 
never be reached. They consider 
this unprofessional, and that is 
unforgiveable. His frustration at 
not being able to succeed accounts 
for the loss of temper and 
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subsequent disqualifications. 
Putski has driven himself past the 
limits of control into the wild 
frontier of dangerous abandon. 
Professionals succeed only when 
they operate within their limits. No 
matter what some may claim, all 
wrestlers know they are incapable 
of doing everything. They must 
pace themselves, never too much 
too often. Some wrestlers claim 
scheduling is 30% of victory. 
Putski, ignoring that his body and 
mind must rest, goes after anyone 
without proper preparation. This 
insures failure, which to many 
professionals doesn’t make sense. 
And with the failure comes 


to the 


frustration, unintentional illegal 
moves, and disqualification. 
Putski brings it all on himself. 

At least that’s the opinion of 
many. They point to matches 
against Ken Patera, Baron Von 
Raschke, Seig Stanke, Blackjack 
Mulligan, Bruiser Brodie, Stan 
Hansen, and Ernie Ladd. It would 
take any other professional years 
to prepare for these difficult, 
complex matches. Putski took 
them in a matter of months. “That 
makes the man an idiot, not a 
hero,” Bruiser Brodie said, 
summing it up for those who 
agreed with him. 

Half the sport thinks Putski is a 
crusader. The other half laughs at 
his madman antics. Whatever one 
considers Ivan, the fact remains he 
is reeling under the inhuman 
pressure. Match after match is 
being sacrificed to disquali- 
fications. Instead of getting closer 
titles, he is aiding 
rulebreakers in proving themselves 
contenders. His quest is” 
accomplishing exactly the opposite 
of what he hopes to do. 

No one knows this more than 
Ivan. So he spends the minutes 
after a bad match destroying 
dressing rooms. Yet, all the broken 
lockers in the world won’t change 
the results of what happened. 
Putski was still disqualified and no 
closer to dominating the sport. 
And a little bit more of his poise 
crumbled and his nerves jangled 
worse than ever. 

Despite the entreaties of fans 
and colleagues, Ivan is intent on 
continuing his inhuman schedule. 
He will either succeed against all 
odds or be destroyed in the 
attempt. When asked why he 
tortures himself like this, Ivan 
refuses to say anything. He doesn’t 
have to say anything. To find the 
answer, look at the man’s face 
when the crowd applauds him. The 
man is transported into a joy few 
will ever know. And for that 


moment of love, Ivan risks 
everything.

HE LIGHTS WERE turned

“It would take 
one page of type to make Jack 
Brisco champion.” 

“It's incredible that no one 
spotted it before,”’ another 
added. “Once you know what to 
look for, it’s as plain as the nose 
on an anteater’s face. There are 
two maneuvers Harley Race is 
incapable of defending against. 
Jack Brisco is a master of those 
maneuvers. And it only takes a 
short, simple series of moves to 
set Race up for the kill. Even my 
baby daughter could maneuver 
Race into a position for defeat.

“It's amazing anyone found it 
at all,” a third countered.

By not 
publishing, events go onasif you 
weren't there.

rather than conquer. when the 
referee finally disqualified Baker 
for bringing a chair into the ring, 
the crowd breathed a collective 
sigh of relief. No one wanted to 
see a killing. 

As for Andre’s revenge match 
against Lawler, it was 
everything Andre’s many fans 
could hope for. The behemoth 
grappler still smarted from a 
controversial loss to Lawler a 
few months ago. With 
consummate skill, Andre 
wrestled Lawler to defeat. Jerry 
tried to repeat the formula that 
had worked for him in the first 
match; Andre was ready for that. 
Lawler never stood a chance 
once he committed himself to 
the earlier strategy. The match 
was over in less than 15 
minutes. 

After the match, reporters had 


plenty of questions for the two 
winners, but not about their 
victories. The promoter had told 
them of Andre’s desire not to 
wrestle Ladd and they wanted 
statements from both grapplers. 

Ladd was more than happy to 
meet the press, although one 
sensed something strange with 
his first statement, ‘Though I'd 
have been ready to wrestle 
Andre anytime, | respect the 
man’s decision.” 

Ladd publicly saying he 
respects another wrestler? The 
shock of that hadn't subsided 
when he added, “And | won't 
challenge Andre. If the two of us 
ever wrestle against each other, 
it will be because he wants the 
match.” 

“Do you agree,” one reporter 
asked, ‘“‘with his reasons for not 
wrestling against you?” 

“| respect his opinions.” 

“That's not what | asked.” 

“l know.” 

“After verbally battling with 
Ladd for five minutes, the 
reporters hurried to Andre's 
dressing room. The Giant was 
told of Ladd’s remarks and asked 
for a statement about them. 

“As | said in my letter,”’ Andre 
declared, ‘“‘these are delicate 
times for Ladd. He’s going ina 
whole new direction traveling 
amongst his old enemies. 
Wrestling would benefit a great 
deal by Ladd being a popular, 
scientific grappler. By not 
challenging me, | think he’s 
trying to stay where he is now. 
For that, we can all be grateful.” 

The reporters were about to 
leave when they saw the 
promoter hurrying through the 
halls. They wanted to ask him a 
few questions about the 
situation but he wouldn't stand 
still. 

“I've got to see my friend, 
Andre,” he called over his 
shoulder. “| want to make sure 
everything was to his liking. If 
not, we'll change it for his next 
appearance here.” oO

must have spent five hours a day 
in the gym working on a few 
important “maneuvers. | spent 
another hour just in general 
exercises, to make sure | was in 


top condition. Nothing was left 
to chance.” 

“Do you think Race took you 
lightly?’’ Bob’s companion 
asked. 

“Maybe,” Backlund admitted, 
“but the man is a successful 
veteran. The first minute should 
have told him he was in trouble.. 
The match lasted for longer than 
a minute, so he had to be trying 
his best then. But even if he did 
wrestle his worst, | still 
accomplished everything | 
wanted.” 

There’s many reasons why Bob 
should look happily upon that 
match. From the first, he 
controlled the action. All his 
maneuvers were executed with 
consummate skill. Agility and 
strength were combined to 
dominate Race. Harley grew 
more and more ‘frustrated. 

What confounded the veteran 
was the apparent ease in which 
Bob repulsed his attacks. Race 
would try an armtwist, a 
headlock, even his famous 
Indian death lock, all to no avail. 
Backlund, took it all in stride, 
never really getting into trouble. 


Harley kept trying to gain control 
and nothing seemed to work. - 

As Race grew more and more 
frustrated, Bob noticed his foe 
grew more and more sloppy. 
Bob waited until Race tired 
himself out with rage and 
reckless maneuvers. Harley 
couldn’t believe this young man 
had so much poise and 
intelligence. That made Harley 
angrier, and that made him even 
more wild. 

Finally, exhausted more from 
frustration than anything else, 
Race either fell or jumped out of 
the ring, depending‘on who you 
talk to. The referee counted 
Harley out and the match was 
Backlund’s, 

At this match, Race was still 
months away from regaining the 
NWA title. It’s clear he would 
wrestle Backlund differently 
with the title on the line. Harley 
doesn’t lose his temper 
anymore, nor does he 
underestimate opponents. Bob 
doesn’t pretend it would be easy 
for him to take the NWA belt. But 
that isn’t the point. 

“I’m not saying it’s my greatest 
match because | defeated Harley 
Race,” Bob explains, ‘‘but it’s the 
greatest I’ve ever wrestled. It 
doesn’t matter who the 
opponent was. | was at my best. 
Everything | tried worked well. 
My maneuvers had a precision 
grace which was just great. | did 
evreything | wanted to do. That’s 
why | consider it the best I’ve 
ever done. 

“l’ve come as close in few 
matches but never against Race. 
That was when | realized how 
good | could be. Whenever I’m 
down, | look back on that match 
and know there’s a future for me 
in this sport. It’s nice to know.” 

Some people won’t agree with 
Bob. They feel his best match is 
yet to come. The man keeps 
getting better and better. Every 
time he walks into an arena; Bob 
may have a new answer to “What 
is your best match?”
